I 
happened to be in the city police 
station the night a freckle-faced 
boy stuck his head in the door 
and hollored: "Mister, have they 
found the Mockingbird Lane 
Monster?"

And well the most gullible of 


citizens have reason to doubt all 
monster tales. Usually their 
origin traces back to some prank 
played by one human being 
against his brothers.

Decisive

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House, 
which 
already 
has 


shown itself closely divided on 
welfare reform, moved today 
toward a decisive vote on a $2,- 
400-a-year family income floor. 


Supporters of the legislation, 


backed both by President Nixon 
and Democratic leaders, turned 
back the first challenge to the 
welfare plan Monday on a 200- 
172 procedural vote. 


The margin was considered 


narrow because the House usu- 
ally approves almost routinely 
its Rules Committee's recom- 
mendations on how to handle 
bills. 


The effect of Monday's vote 


was to bar substitutes for or 
amendments to the bill, at the 
same time giving opponents 
one more chance to accept or 
reject it as a whole.

But the 
opposition, ranging from those 
who consider the level too low

Tightened 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court in a tough 5-4 
decision by Justice Potter Stew- 
art has tightened restrictions 
on searches, indicating perhaps 
a difficult time for the Nixon 
administration's wiretap pol- 
icies. 


A government appeal seeking 


the unrestrained right to wire- 
tap persons it sees as domestic 
subversives was granted review 
Monday shortly before Stew- 
art's ruling cut down the mur- 
der conviction of a New Hamp- 
shire man. 


The Fourth Amendment and 


its guarantee against unreason- 
able searches and seizures is 
central to both cases. 


Stewart said Edward H. Cool- 


idge Jr. was entitled to a new 
trial in the .slaying of 14-y^ar- 
old Pamela Mason of Manches- 
ter principally because police 
had not obtained a warrant 
from a neutral magistrate to 
vacuum the suspect's car for 
evidence. 


The decision, 
which drew 


heated dissents from Chief Jus- 
tice Warren E. Burger and Jus- 
tices Hugo L. Black and Byron 
R. White, noted that searches 
"without prior 
approval by 


judge or magistrate, are per se 
unreasonable under the Fourth 
Amendment—subject only to a 
few specifically established and 
well-delineated exceptions."

Washington 
Post Is 
AgainStopped 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


appeals 
court 
again 
has 


stopped The Washington Post 
from printing further disclosure 
of a once-secret Pentagon study 
and set a hearing on the matter 
today before all nine judges of 
the court. 


Hearings also were set today 


in New York in a related case 
involving the Times, which first 
published excerpts of the pa- 
pers. 


The Washington order sus- 


pended a ruling by U.S. Dist. 
Judge Gerhard A. Gesell that 
the Post could go ahead with 
its series. Gesell said the gov- 
ernment had failed to prove 
publication would lead to a 
compromise of military plans 
or a compromise of intelligence 
operations. 


The Post abided by the order. 
It was the second time the 


United States Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia 
ruled c*Hinter to Gesell, „_,.;, 


Friday; after the judge de- 


nied the government's request 
for a ban, the appeals court or- 
dered him to hear the merits of 
the case and ordered a tem- 
porary ban continued over the 
weekend. Judge Gesell heard 
testimony Monday both in open 
and closed court, then returned 
his finding that the public inter- 
est favors disclosure, not sup- 
pression. 


"No one can measure the ef- 


fects of even a temporary de- 
lay," he said. "Any effort to 
preserve the status quo under 
these circumstances would be 
contrary to the public interest." 


Gesell's ruling came a few 


minutes before 
the appeals 


court ban on publication ran 
out. But some two hours later, 
long before the morning news- 
paper's first edition, the ap- 
peals court on its own volition 
stayed Gesell's order and re- 
strained the Post from publish- 
ing the material until 5 p.m. to- 
day. 


At the same time, a similar

U.S. Open

ARDMORE, Pa. (AP) - Lee 


Trevino, who until a month ago 
considered himself a give-up 
artist, won the 71st annual U.S. 
Open Golf Championship by 
beating Jack Nicklaus, the man 
rated as the best golfer in the 
world. 


The 31-year-old Trevino, Mex- 


ican-American grandson of a 
Dallas 
gravedigger, 
bogeyed 


the first hole at Merion Golf 
Club and then went on to shoot 
a two-under-par 68 for a three- 
stroke victory over the favored 
Nicklaus. Nicklaus scored one- 
over-par 71. 


It was the second U.S. Open 


title for Trevino, who won the 
world's most prestigious golf 
title in 1968 with a record 
equalling 72-hole total of 275. 
Both he and Nicklaus shot par 
280s over Merion's short but su- 
per tough course to force the 
25th open playoff. 


Ironically, Nicklaus lost his 


bid for a third Open champion- 
ship on shots that had to rem- 
ind every duffer who plays of 
his own futile game. Nicklaus 
left two shots in the sand and 
they were disastrous. 


"I just made a bad swing on 


two, and on three I tried to get 
under the ball and didn't hit it 
hard," said a dejected Nick- 
laus. He took a bogey six on 
the. second and a double bogey 
five on the third.

A major portion of the cho- 


lesterol is manufactured by 
the liver and part of it comes 
from cholesterol in the diet, 
like lots of egg yolks. A per- 
son eating two egg yolks a 
day will increase the choles- 
terol level 15 points. 


What causes the body to 


form too much cholesterol? 
There is some disagreement 
about this, but one factor is 
too many calories from too 
much fatty food. Large scale 
studies of people have proved 
that the blood cholesterol 
measurements provide about 
as much information as you 
can get from the most fancy 
measurements of the size of 
lipoproteins or triglycerides 
or other fractions of the fat 
and fatlike substances in the 
blood. Your husband then 
should restrict his fat intake, 
eliminate any obesity he 
may have and stop smoking, 
if he smokes. If he doesn't 
exercise, get started on a 
sensible program.

North's two-club response is 
Stayman and South bids two 
spades to show his four-card 
suit. North jumps to three 
no-trump and East doubles 
in spite of the fact North 
probably holds four hearts. 


Without at h e a r t lead, 


South will make at least 
three no-trump. The heart 
lead sets him two tricks. 


Why did Sidney decide that 


the Lazard double should call 
for a heart lead? No particu- 
lar reason. You can't have 
everything. 


Couldn't E a s t bid two 


hearts and insure a heart 
lead? Certainly, but if he did 
bid two hearts South would 
pass; North would double 
and set East two to three 
tricks.

Orders Probe 


Officer in 


Slaying Case

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Army has ordered a grand 
jury-type investigation in the 
case of Brig. Gen. John W. 
Donaldson, accused of slaying 
six Vietnamese civilians, to de- 
termine if there is sufficient 
evidence for a court-martial. 


Specification of charges will 


be read to Donaldson in a 
closed hearing Thursday at Ft. 
Meade, Md., the Army said 
Monday. 


Donaldson is the highest- 


ranking officer to be accused of 
murdering civilians in the In- 
dochina war and the first U.S. 
general in 70 years to be 
charged with a war crime. 


Helicopter 
pilots allege he 


shot the civilians on the ground 
in Quang Ngai Province while 
flying over them in a helicopter 
between November 1968 and 
January 1969 while he com- 
manded the America! Divi- 
sion's llth Infantry Brigade. 


The 47-year-old West Point 


graduate, until recently a top 
planner for the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, also is charged with as- 
saulting another Vietnamese ci- 
vilian. 


In announcing the Article 32 


hearing, the military's equiva- 
lent of a grand jury investiga- 
tion, the Army said a second 
assault charge had been dis- 
missed by Lt. Gen. Claire Hut- 
chin who "determined 
upon 


evaluating the evidence that no 
further proceedings 
on this 


specification were warranted." 


Hutchin ordered an Article 32 


investigation also for Lt. Col. 
William J. McCloskey, 39, Wil- 
kes Barre, Pa., who is charged 
with murdering two Vietnam- 
ese civilians in March 1969. The 
Army has said the two cases 
are not related. McCloskey was 
Donaldson's operations officer 
in Vietnam. 


No hearing date has been set 


for McCloskey. 


The hearings will give both 


officers the first chance to tell 
their side of the story. So far, 
all the evidence has come from 
Army detectives investigating 
the pilots' allegations. 


Between 80 and 90 witnesses 


are expected to be called to tes- 
tify in Donaldson's case, mili-

Donaldson's civilian attorney, 


Benjamin Dorsey of Washing- 
ton, D.C., said he will ask the 
chief investigating officer to 
give him all the Army's evi- 
dence as well as a continuance 
before trial.

FTC Again 
Going After 
Cigarettes

The FTC, which has backed 


health warnings in cigarette ad- 
vertising since the 1964 report 
by the U.S. Surgeon General 
Unking cigarette smoking and 
lung cancer, has been frustra- 
ted at every turn by Congress. 


An FTC spokesman said Mon- 


day the agency's staff has rec- 
ommended a plan of attack, but 
wouldn't say publicly what it is. 
The five-man commission has 
not acted on the recommenda- 
tion as yet, he added. 


Congress has forbidden the 


FTC to make any industry-wide 
cigarette advertising rule with- 
out giving it six months notice. 
But the FTC is expected to try 
to skirt this by exercising its 
authority to move against false 
and misleading advertising, a 
reliable staff source said. 


According to some reports, 


the commission staff feels that 
there is sufficient evidence link- 
ing smoking to lung and heart 
diseases that failure to disclose 
the link in advertising is decep- 
tive. 


Shortly after the Surgeon 


General's report came out in 
January 1964, the FTC pro- 
posed a rule that would require 
in both advertising 
and on 


packages 
the warning 
that 


"cigarette smoking is 
dan- 


gerous to health and may cause 
death from cancer and other 
diseases." 


But before it could go into ef- 


fect, Congress passed a bill re- 
quiring the warning on packs: 
"Caution, cigarette 
smoking 


may be hazardous to your 
health." At the same time, it 
imposed on the FTC a four- 
year ban against further regu- 
lation of advertising. 


The regulation 
proceedings 


were revived after expiration of 
the four-year period, but the 
commission held up a final de- 
cision because Congress was
